The Bracken County Water District has received notification from Augusta Regional Water 
Treatment Plant that the wholesale water rate will increase effective February 26, 2014. Please 
find enclosed one original and ten copies of our purchased water adjustment, the resolution from 
the board, and all supporting documents. 

The district has chosen not to raise the rate at the bulk loading station due to the fact that it is a 
coin-fed machine that only takes quarters. The bulk station does not generate much revenue any 
more, therefore, it would not be cost effective to make any changes to the coin feed operation for 
this pass-through. 

The district has placed notice of the application at the office and also on our website. We plan to 
notice the customers with a newspaper ad after PSC approval.

PURCHASED WATER ADJUSTMENT RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the Augusta Regional Water Treatment Plant is the wholesale 

water provider for Bracken County Water District and; 

WHEREAS, the Augusta Regional Water Treatment Plant has performed an 

audit of their financial statements and has justified an increase in its wholesale 

water rates; the rate will increase .04 cents per thousand gallons. The new 

wholesale rate will be $1.83 per thousand gallons. 

The Board of Commissioners of the Bracken County Water District has, by a 

majority vote, resolved to pass the increase in the water rate to its customers 

through a Purchased Water Adjustment effective with bills mailed on or after 

April 1, 2014. Be it further resolved that the Bracken County Water District shall 

file an application with the Public Service Commission for a purchased water 

adjustment within twenty (20) days of the signing of this resolution.
